Hi  Nathaniel  and  Victor, 

In  the  meeting,  all  of  the  agencies  made  clear  that  they  did  not  want  homeless  people  living  around  the  area  to  be  rounded  up  and 
arrested.  Far  from  that,  I  think  the  agencies  are  looking  for  a  way  to  co-exist  while  the  City  builds  more  shelter  and  housing  for 
people.  What  I  think  would  benefit  unhoused  people  and  employees  there  is  more  cleanings  on  a  regular  basis.  GSD  passed  out  a  "heat  map" 
of  rodent  hot  spots  and  there  are  MANY  hot  spots.  Once  they  figure  out  when  they  are  cleaning  (days  of  week  and  times),  I  will  also 
reach  out  again  to  make  sure  you  all  know  this  and  hopefully  we  can  also  inform  the  SPA  lead  so  that  they  can  also  message  this  to  the 
people  living  there  so  no  one  is  surprised  about  the  cleanings.  I  wish  the  City  had  more  funds  for  additional  bathrooms  and  attendants 
but  I  know  those  are  in  high  demand  elsewhere  in  the  City  as  well. 

We  are  hoping  that  once  there  is  a  cleaning  schedule,  people  are  aware  and  you  all  provide  feedback  on  the  cleaning  schedule,  we  can 
hopefully  get  voluntary  compliance  so  the  cleaning  can  occur.  I  am  sure  we  will  talk  about  this  at  our  UHRC  meeting  but  I  wanted  to  make 
sure  you  didn't  think  anyone  was  planning  a  "sweep"  etc.
